John {Snyder, the Perpetual Hoosier 
Pedestrian, and Some of His 
Peculiarities. 


HABTFOBD CITT, March 21.—John O. 
Snyder, the now world-renowned walker, 
whose peculiar malady has baffled all 
medical science, has just returned to his 
home in this county, from Chicago, 
where, for several weeks past, he has 
been filling an engagement at Eohl Sc 
Middleton's 
museum, 
receiving 
the 
snug sum of $100 per week for his ser- 
vices. 
He lives in an old fashioned log 
cabin in the southeastern part of this 
county, and when visited by a cor- 
respondent was found plodding along in 
his old familiar paths around the cabin. 
The day was warm and pleasant and he 
had relieved himself of his coat, and not 
noticing the correspondent's approach 
was lightly humming a familiar revival 
tune, when interrupted by 


"How are you. Mr. Snyder ?" 
"Why, good mornin', sir, good morn- 
in'; I didn't know there was anyone 
about. 
Nice day, aint it ?" 


"Unusually so. 
I suppose you enjoy 
this kind of weather very much, after 
being housed up so long?" 


"Yes, I suppose I enjoy it, if a fellow 
in my fix can be said to enjoy anything. 
But then I am very anxious to get to 
work on the farm and a fellow who can't 
stop walking aint a very good farm 
hand, you know." 


"No, hardly. 
But do you not enter- 
tain a hope of overcoming your peculiar 
disease sometime, Mr. Snyder?" 


"Well, I don't know hardly. 
Some- 
times I think I've pretty nearly walked 
it out of me and then again it seems 
worse than ever. 
Once while I was in 
the museum at Chicago it went into the 
soles of my feet and I had begun to 
think that I had walked it about out of 
me, but then the weather changed and 
it went up again into my leg»-" 


"Does the pain always shift with the 
changing of the weather ?" 


"No, not always, only when it changes 
very suddenly." 


"What do you think is the cause of 
this," Bir. Snyder was asked. 


"Oh, I 
don't know. 
Some think 
the 
iiaease 
is 
in 
some 
rmpeota 


like rhenmatism. 
But I guess they 
don't know much about it. 
If they had 
to walk with me a week or so they would 
conclude it was very »progressive' rheu- 
matism, I think." 


"Do you think the pain resembles 
that produced by rheumatism?" 


"No; it is a kind of tickUng pain, 
never felt anything like it before. 
It 
goes first up one side of my leg and then 
down the other, and feels more like a 
bug or something crawling up and down 
y o u r l ^ than anything else. 
Some- 
times it will stop for a moment, but 
then when it begins again I have to 
walk the faster to check it." 


Since his misfortune came upon him 
now almost three years ago, Mr. Snyder» 
has been visited by many hundred of 
people from evey part of the Union, in- 
cluding many of the physicians and 
medicid scientists of the country. 


He will remain with his family a few 
weeks, and will than start on a tour of 
the eastern cities, stopping first at Phil- 
adelphia, where he has been ahready 
offered a salary of $500 per week by a 
museum.

John Barrett Accidentally Sends a Tar- 
get BaU Into Elmore Kickley's 
Heart-OUIe Fairfield Sus- 
tains am Awfal Fall—Joe 
Blum JQUed on the 
Klokel Plate. 


Yesterday morning John Bairett and 
Elmore Eickley went to the prairie, 
some 
five 
miles 
west 
of 
the 
city, 
to himt. 
They 
carried 
small target rifles, of No. 23 calibre. 
They put in the day searching for game 
in the swamp lands. 
At possibly 4 
o'clock they started towards the city. 
En route they amused themselves shoot- 
ing at a dead bird, which in turn each 
had tossed up for the other to fire at. 
The practice continued until the boys 
reached Prairie Switch, when Barrett, 
who held his gun under his left arm 
pointed to the front, tossed the bird in- 
to the air for Eickley to shoot at. 
The 
movement of Barrett's body somehow 
or other raised the trigger of his gun 
and it fell back to discharge its contents 
and send a target bullet directly into his 
companion's 
heart. 
Young Eickley 
raised himself full length, looked Bar- 
rett squarely in the face, called him by 
name, and reeling, fell into the ditch. 
He was dead before Barrett could reach 
him or reply to his last word, 
"John- 
me. 


Toung Barrett ,called for help and 
Peter and Wm. 
Mullet and Adolph 
Schilling responded. 
They sent to town 
for the dead boy's father, BIr. Joseph C. 
Eickley, who accompanied 
by Capt. 
Hugh M. Diehl and some friends re- 
paired to the spot on a hand car. 


At the sight of his dead son, Mr. 
Eickley seemed to lose his reason and 
wept and bewailed his misfortune as 
though his heart would break. 
It was 
with the greatest difficulty that he was 
reconciled to permit the remains to be 
brought to the city. 


Young Eickley was sixteen years of 
age and a son of Joseph C. Eickley, 
foreman in the brass department of the 
Wabash shops, and long employed at 
the Olds works. 
He is a broker of 
Conductor Eickley and lives at No. 90 
Chicago street, where his son now lies 
dead. 


Young Barrett is a son of Matt Bar- 
rett, carpet layer for Boot & Co., and he 
lives at 88 Chisago street. 


The boys were almost constant com- 
panions and the best of friends. Barrett, 
of course, feels badly, and Mr. Eickl^ 
fully recognizes the shooting of his son 
was accidental. 


Dr. J. M. Dinnen is holding an inquest 
and has elicited the facts above given, 
leaving but to point to all people the 
danger of fire arms and the wrong of 
hunting or indulging in any such sport 
on the Lord's day. 


THE NICKEI< FIIATB HOBBOR. 


Joe Blum, a son of Nicholas Blum, of 
No. 11 Erie street, fell between the oars 
of a moving train on the Nickel Plate 
Saturday night and his body was cut 
into two parts by the wheels. 
The dead 
boy and his companions, William Bow- 
ers, James McElfatrick 
and William 
Hennessey went out to the Nickel Plate 
yards to steal a ride to Chicago. 
No 
train was sceduled for some hours and 
the young men returned to the city, 
boarding a moving train on the way in. 
Blum stood between two cars and in 
some way feU through. There is a crowd 
of twenty young men in the east end 
and their custom has been to steal rides 
to adjoining towns and cities, returning 
when freight facilities made it con- 
venient. 
The erowd was to go to Chi- 
cago Saturday night, but some misun- 
derstanding delayed all of them, but the 
four young men named. 
Hennessy is 
the young fellow who rode from Port 
Wayne to Pittsburg on the truck of a 
passenger train. 
Coroner Dinnen held 
an inquest on Blum, who was but eigh- 
teen years of age.

Daly Three of the 
Inter-State 
Com- 
meree Comadssionen Selected 
—^Two More to be 
Named. 


WAflHiHOVoK, Mareh 21.—The compo- 
sition of the inter-state commwce com- 
mission seems to be more of a puzzle to 
the president than at any time since the 
law was passed. 
He has only settled 
upon three of the members thus far, and 
these are ex-Congressman 
Morrison, 
Judge Cool^, of Michigan, and Mr. 
Bragg, of Alabama. 
Speaker Carlisle 
oalled on the president with ex-Gover- 
nor Robinson, of Massochusetts. 
These 
gentlemen are warm personal friends, 
although Robinson is a strong repub- 
lican. 
The latter was one of the repub- 
lician leaders in the house of representa- 
tives during the forty-ninth and fiftieth 
congresses, and has been governor of 
Massachusetts four years. 
The presi- 
dent offered Mr. Robinson a position on 
the commission some time ago which he 
declined. 
He now has a law practice 
worth $20,000, and he says it would not 
pay him to take the position. 
It is be- 
lieved, however, he will be aUowed to 
name one of the commissioners. 
It is 
also said tiiat GK>vemor Abbett, of New 
Jersey, will be selected. 
Friends of 
Commissioner Atkins are still hop^ul 
that he may be designated, and are 
working hard to keep him on the list of 
eligibles. 
It will thus be seen that the 
president makes haste slowly in these, 
lection of men to «wpose the commis- 
sion, and he is endeavoring to make up 
his slate so as to give the least possible 
criticism.

THE London Times says tnat "the 
most infernal triumph of American in- 
genuity" is the dynamite gunboat re- 
cently contracted for and now being 
built by William Cramp, of Phila- 
delphia. Four years ago Lieut. Zalinsky 
was detailed by the Government to 
experiment with a pneumatic gun capa- 
ble of throwing dynamite. 
His exi>eri- 
ments have proved so successful that a 
vessel armed with such guns is about to 
be constructed. 
This vessel is to be 
246 feet over all in length, with a beam 
of 26i feet, and a draught of 7^ feet. 
She will be built of American steel 
with a deflecting deck from which ordi- 
nary shot will glance off. There will 
be four boilers to drive the two inde- 
pendent 
screws. 
These, with 
the 
engines, will be powerful enough to 
drive the vessel through the water at 
the rate of twenty knots an hour. 
The 
boilers will be placed as far apart as 
possible with water-tight bulkheads be- 
tween them so that if in an engagement 
the portion of the vessel containing 
one or two of the boilers be blown away 
she would float and still have power 
enough not to be helpless. 
The arma- 
ment will be the unique feature of this 
craft. It will consist of three steel 
tubes lined with brass, seventy feet in 
length and ten and one-half in(;hes in 
diameter. 
These are the guns. 
From 
these will be thrown by air ]»i essure 
projectiles c(mtaining 200 pounds of 
nitro-gelatine each to the distance of a 
mile, and at tlie rate of one shot in two 
minutes from each gun. 
There are to 
be two reservoirs for the compressed 
air, from which the air will l)e let into 
the tube behind tlu; projectile at a 
pressure of ^,000 pounds to the .s(iuare 
inch if necessary. 
As the gnus will be 
inunovably fixed in their place, the 
range will be regulated by the pressure 
of air allowed to propel the })rojectile, 
and the guns can only be fired wliile 
the vessel is "head on" to t1i>' cin'mv.

try, died recently in New York.

Krzyzanowski wao bom at Baznova, in 
Polish Prussia, in 1824. He took an 
ictive part in the attempt to re-estab- 
lish Polish autonomy, and when the 
revolutionary schemes were crashed he 
3ed to America in 184B. He was esr 
^aged part of the time in commercial 
business before the civil war broke out, 
and also did civil engineering work on 
jome of the Western railroads. When 
Port Sumter was fired on he oigaaized 
1 company of the Turner rifles, re- 
jeiving a captain's commission on May 
1861. In September he was made 
Colonel of the Fifty-eighth New York 
Volunteers, which regiment he organ- 
ized, and he served with the Army of 
;he Potomac through the war, retiring 
ivith the brevet title of Brigadier Gen- 
eral. For some years after the war he 
held military service under the (¡ov- 
Brnment in Alabama, Georgia, and 
Alaska. He was in the customs service 
on the Isthmus of Panama for some 
time, but in 1883 he was made a special 
agent in the New York Custom House. 
Sis removal a year or so ago met with 
such clamor on accoimt of his war 
services that he was reinstated.

THE GOOD OLD DAYS. 


REMJNISCENCiS Of? APPLE B U r t E R 


MAKING AND "FL>MS|NEL KICKING." 


M a r d h 
A p r i l M a y 


Two Popular Customs which Prevailed 


Amons; the Settlers Away Bacfc^How 
the Apple Butter was Made—FuUlns 
the Home Made Flannel. 


"I have seen many newspaper accounts 
recently of customs that prevailed among 
the settlers away back, all of them b o m 
of necessity. 
But there were two that 
prevailed in Coshocton, the county 1B 
which I waa raised, in the great old state 
of Ohio, that seems to have been over- 
looked or probably entirely forgottem. 
One o£ them was apple butter boiling and 
the other was flannel kicking. 
Talk about 
the fun they had at apple cuttings, c o m 
huskings, quiltings, etc., but for genuine, 
uproarious fun flannel kicking 
would 
knock them all out In one round. 
Every 
new house had its old one, which was left 
standing, generally in close proximity to 
the new, which was used for all manner 
of purposes. 
The old fashionel loom, 
which almost every thrifty farmer pos- 
sessed, was set up there. 
The big broad 
fireplace, 5 or 6 feet wide, with its big 
crane on which to hang heavy kettles and 
pots, was always in order and WAS used 
when boiling the apple butter, a large 
copper kettle always being used for thè 
purpose. 
But few families could afford 
the luxury of a large copper kettle, conse- 
quently one served a large neighborhood, 
going the rounds every apple butter sea- 
son. 


BOILING APPLE 
BUTTER. 


"The log house was usually but one 
large room. 
It took two couples to boll 
apple butter—always two fellows with 
their best girls. 
It required constant stir- 
ring, which 
was usually 
done 
with 
a 
board 
about 
5 
inches wide by 
about 2 feet long, 
with holes bored 
through it and a handle about 4 feet long, 
so that the fellow ànd his best 
could 
handle it easily. 
While they stirred the 
other couple were having a most delight- 
ful time off in one comer of the room, 
there being no light except a dim, relig- 
ious one from the fire. Of course they 
changed places quite frequently, for the 
couple at the handle could not endure 
that kind of thing for any length of time, 
knowing what a high old time the other 
couple were having away off in the cor- 
ner. 
They were being deprived of their 
opportunities. 
This thing usually lasted 
all night, and as a rule the little party 
were not interrupted by meddlers, and 
they had a blissful season free from tìie 
rude gaze of any one. 


"But the crowning glory, the boss fun, 
was the flannel kicking. 
As I have before 
stated, almost every old house had its 
loom, on which the women wove 
flannels 
—Unsey woolsey, casinets and linen. 
I 
sigh for the days when I used to wear this 
home made linen. 
Pillow slips, sheets, 
shirts, pants and short tailed roundabouts 
all made off the same piece of goods. 
There were no long tailed summer coats 
in those days. 
This linen was stout, and 
if a boy or even a good sized man caught 
the seat of his pants on a splinter in climb- 
ing a rail fence or on a nail he hung there. 
It would hold him every time. 


"The flannel was usually woven in 
webs, or pieces of 30 or 40 yards, and ol 
course it had to be fulled before it was In 
proper condition to be made up into gar- 
ments. 
Fui ling mills were a thing almost 
unheard of in that country at 
that 
time, and some way must be devised to 
thicken up or full the flannel, and they 
did it to perfection. 
I have 
attended 
many a "kicking," and my recollection of 
them is as vivid as if it had occurred but 
a year ago. 


A F L A N N E L 
K I C K I N G . 


"The hoys and girls of the neighbor- 
hood—which took in a range of several 
miles—were notified that on a certain 
evening they were going to have a flannel 
kicking, and it needed no urging to gather 
in enough to make up a party. The flannel 
was placed in a loose pile in the middle of 
the 
floor—usually in that same old log 
house—chairs 
were placed 
around it, 
forming a complete circle. 
The boys and 
girls filled the chairs, and then a plow 
line or rope was passed around the out- 
side of the chairs, drawn through the 
backs, to hold them in position. 
Of ourse 
the performers all faced toward the flan- 
nel. 
The boys, with their trowsers rolled 
up above their knees; and the girls—well, 
the girls in those days were not incum- 
bered with as much toggery as they wear 
now. 


"Soapsuds—as hot as the operators 
could possibly bear it—was then poured 
on the flannel, and then the fun com- 
menced in dead earnest, every one kick- 
ing the pile of flannel for dear life—the 
boys laughing and yelling, the girls 
screaming, and the soapsuds spirting up 
and out in reckless prodigality. 
When 
the suds became absorbed and began to 
cool more hot suds were poured on, and 
then a fresh outbxirst of kicking and spirt- 
ing, laughing and screaming began, their 
fe-^t and legs looking as red as boiled lob- 
sters. 


"This usually lasted about three hours, 
the old folks pouring on the hot soapsuds 
and looking and enjoying the thing about 
as much an the younger ones. 
It was rare 
fun, and the writer of this article remem- 
bers it better than almost anything else in 
the way of parties in his young days. Of 
course the work was not so well done as 
it is done nowadays in the mills, but it 
answered the purpose, and everybody was 
satisfied with it. 
Alas for the days that 
will never come back, the days when all 
these 
customs prevailed in Coshocton 
county.'"—"Walhanding" 
in 
Chicago 
Tribune.

The operation of traclinotomy, by which 


an opening is mado with the knife into 
tho windpipe to tho relief o£ membranous 
oroup and diphtheria, seems likely to bn 
eupersedcd by tho intubation of the 
larynx.
